WASHINGTON, 
March 4.—Today, 


for the fourth time, a native-born cit- 
izen of Ohio in the presence of untold 
thousands of h!» countrymen, took the 
oath which bound him for four years 
to guard the welfare of the American 
people. 


It was an, impressive, yet a beau- 


tifully simple ceremony that marked 
the accession of. William McKinley, 
student, lawyer, representative. Gov- 
ernor, but, best of all, one of the com- 
mon' people so dear to the American 
heart, to the high office of President. 


The popular demonstration of the day 


was a unique and chirring success in 
every particular. 


In beauty, in taste, in novelty, the 


decorations were incomparably super- 
ior to anything ever seen in 'Washing- 
ton.

.United States troops waa more nume- 
rous than any that has gathered since 
Grant's great display at Che close of 
the var. 


SOVEREIGN STATES. 


Seventeen Sovereign States had cit- 


izens in line in the parade and over 
sixty civil organizations helped to swell 
its magnificent proportions.

tel for a few minutes. 
He greeted 


pleasantly few persons, including the 
newspaper men and an irrepressible 
German who insisted on shaking hands 
with the President of the United States. 


MEETS HIS MOTHER. 


The President-elect met his mother 


in the corridor, kissed her tenderly, 
and in affectionate 
terms, 
Inquired 


after her health. He then led her gent- 
ly into the sitting-room and placed her 
In a warm corner on a soft lounge. 
• At 9:30 o'clock Clarence Chaplin, the 
barber, shaved the President-elect. 


Meanwhile, callers t>egan to increase 


in number, although few were admit- 
ted ta the reserved portion 
of the 


house. 


A great bunch of American beauty 


roses from a local magnate for Mrs. 
McKinley was received. At 9:55 Sena- 
tors Sherman and Mitchell (Wisconsin) 
of the Senate Committee, appointed to 
conduct the inauguration, appeared 
and announced that they had come to 
escort «he President-elect to the Capl- 
toL 


GOING TO THE CAPITOL. 


At 10:05 -the President-elect emerged 


from the reception-room on the arm of 
Senator Sherman. 


Behind him came Secretary Porter 


with Senator Mitchell of Wisconsin^ 


Captain Heisted of the army and 


Abner McKinley brought up th* rear 
and kept back the people who pressed 
upon ,the party. 


As the President-elect emerged from 


the private entrance of 
the • Ebbitt 


House on Fourteenth street there was 
a. roar of applause that shook 
the 


building. 


The street was packed with a «oli([ 


mass of people, through which the car- 
riage could scarcely be driven. 


While the police struggled to clear a 


passage through the crowd, the Preal- 
dent-elect stood at the head of the 
granite steps and bowed hl» acknowl- 
edgements. 


The President-elect took a seat with 


Senator Sherman on the rear seat of 
the carriage, Senator Mitchell with Mr. 
Porter occupying front seats. 


At 10:10 o'clock a start was made for 


the White House amid renewed cheer- 
ing by the crowd and under escort of 
Troop A, Cleveland's crack cavalry, 
•comprising about 100 members, mount- 
ed on "black chargers. 


A stiff'breeze flaunted flag.'i, banners 


and bunting in the air adding plct- 
uresqueness to the broad avenue from 
the Treasury to the Capitol, which was 
packed with people. 


The President-elect was cheered gen- 


erously during hi« short ride. 


'AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


At 10:20 McPflnley,' accompanied by 


the BeriatS Committee, drove up to the 
north froret of the White House, Major 
McKinley and party entering the ro- 
tunda of the White. House and were 
at once shown into the blue ;-oom, 
where they were Joined Immediately by 
President Cleveland and all the mcm- 
*bers of his Cabinet, except Secretary 
Olney. 


General Mites, Admiral Brown, Cap- 


tain Davis and Lieutenant Sharp joln- 
ec' the Presidential party. 


Meanwhile, Troop A moved outside 


tthe grounds but left four troopers in 
waiting on the White House portico, of 
whom one was Webb Hayes, son of the 
ex-President. The black horse troop 
took up its position on the north side 
of the avenue while a squadron of the 
Sixth Cavalry from Fort Myer came 
down- the avenue at a trot and swung 
into positlOD, squadron front, on th<* 
north Mde of the avenue along the 
(Whole front of Lafayette square. 


As BOf-n as. the McKinley carriage 


eatered the grounds, the flrst. detach- 
ment of the procession consisting of a 
platoon of fifty mounted police moved 
down from Arlington plaza and, fol- 
lowed by the Governor's Island Band of 
flfty pieces, turned 
down 
Fiftee-nth 


street. 


A battalion of United Stat<?9 engine- 


ers whe< led into line and was followe-1 
by General Porter and 200 mounted 
aides. 


Then came the marines heauc-i by 


the Uni:ed States Marine Band, theii 
blue Ja< kets with the unaccustomed 
burden of canteens, haversacks 
and 


side arrr.s and trailing their boat guns, 
mounted for shore service. 


A light battery followed and halted 


under the shadow of the magnificent 
Treasury portico.

Hon F. S. Stratton, State Senator, 


Sacramento, Ciil:—In matter of As- 
sessor's compensation I question con- 
stitutionality of provision 
aa it now 


reads. Would it not be better to follow 
case of Woods vs. Farnum and have 
provision read: 
"And 
provided fur- 


ther, that in counties of this class the 
Assessor is allowed a sum not to ex- 
ceed J2.500 for extra deputies or as- 
sistants, the compensation of such dep- 
uties or assistants not to exceed the 
sum of one hundred dollars per month 
each. Said extra deputies or assistants 
to be appointed only when authorized 
by the Board of Supervisors by order 
entered upon the n inutes of the Board 
of Supervisors, and made upon a peti- 
tion and proper showing therefor by 
said Assessor." 


My idea is to avoid any seeming dele- 


gation of legislative power to the Board 
of Supervisors, and make the compen- 
sation dependent upon the happening 
of a. certain event, towit: authorization 
of Board. 


See case of People- ex rel vs. McFaden, 


81 Cal., and Cooley on Constitutional 
Limitations. 


I desire also to call your attention 


to a certain inequality, to my mind, of 
compensation of "Tax Collector." This 
officer should be paid at least $3,600 
per annum. I recognize fully the neces- 
sity for economy in regulating com- 
pensation of county officers, but to my 
mind the 
regulation should 
accord 


somewhat to the responsibilities impos- 
ed on the officer. The Tax Collector la 


I also waut to call 
the fact 
that any 


municipality of the fifth class, of which 
there are several, may impose on him 
the duty of collecting their taxes as do 
now all Sanitary Districts of the coun- 
ty. Los Angeles pays $3,600, and con- 
sidering the responsibility of omcer, 
should think this amount 
none too 


much. 


I call your attention to compensation 


of Tax Collector simply because as Dis- 
trict Attorney of the county I think you 
would do irreparable .injury by not reg- 
ulating his compensation on the same 
basis as other officers of county are 
paid. Tours truly,

Leavitt stated that he understood the 


clause as arranged would not be con- 
stitutional and the only question was 
how to get around It. 


North, who had been stduying Mr. 


Snook's letter, now raised an unexpect- 
ed point. He said it was suggested to 
change the law so as to read, "The As- 
sessor is allowed a sum not to exceed 
$2,500, etc." He thought this might be 
construed so that the Assessor could 
keep the 12,500'for himself in the event 
of bis not hiring the deputies. 


Leavitt remarked that he thought the 


safest way to fix the business was by 
allowing the Assessor flve more depu- 
ties during the busy season, that is if 
they were 
not want to cripple any of the county 
offices and the only question in his mind 
was if the five men are necessary and 
does the Assessor say so. 


Clark stated that the Assessor had 


said that he needed that much help, 
but he didn't think he nould get it. 


North, who was still figuring on the 


provision suggested by the District At- 
torney, said that to him the matter was 
an open one as to whether the $2,500 al- 
lowed would go to the county or to the 
Assessor in the event of the additional 
deputies being hired. 


Wright remarked that the deputies 


can only be provided on application to 
the Supervisors, but this did not seem 
to meet the situation. 


North suggested 
making a direct 


county classification on the matter, but 
the legality of this was questioned by 
Stratton. 


In order to bring the matter to a head 


Leavitt moved that in the 
schedule 


where three extra deputies are allowed 
to the Assessor for four months, the 
number to be increased to eight depu- 
ties for four months and that the pro- 
vision giving the Supervisors any ap- 
pointing power be stricken out. 


Before the motion was put 
Judge 


Frick's opinion was called for. He said 
he thought a change from the way the 
law reads now is advisable, as the pro- 
vision regarding the Supervisors is, if 
not unconstitutional, extremely danger- 
ous. If the men are necessary why not 
appoint them absolutely he said. 


North said the provision might as 


well be made because if the Legislature 
did not make the appointments the Su- 
pervisors would anyhow. 


Leavitt's motion was now put and 


was seconded by Stratton. It was car- 
ried unanimously so the Assessor will 
get eight extra deputies for four months 
instead of three, as originally contem- 
plated. 


THE AUDITOR. 


Leavitt now called up the Auditor's 


office. 
He said that the Auditor can 


only make J1S5 a month as things are 
now and that instead of having the 
use- of a deputy for six months at $75 
as at present arranged, he should have 
the deputy for a year. 


Stratton remarked that he was con- 


scious that if the new county govern- 
ment act goes in force the Auditor will 
have increased duties. Under it he will 
be compelled to collect and publish the 
statements of all the county officials. 


Leavitt said that if there was so 


much extra work to be done could one 
man at $75 do it. 


Stratton replied in the affirmative, aa 


the Auditor will not be compelled him- 
self to prepare the statements, but is 
simply empowered to demand 
them 


from the officials. 


Leavitt now moved that the sched- 


ule be changed so that the deputy of i 


Stratton del itirred, saying that he 


had had lette -a about almost all the 
others and. If they changed one they 
might as well lo so all around. 


Leavitt expl lined the situation. He 


stated that in the schedule the County 
Clerk ia allow d four deputies at J1.200 
per annum. 1 tie desire was to- get one 
deputy at 11,50 > and one at J900, leaving 
the other two at J1.200. 
This -would 


enable the Cl< rk to get one first-class 
man and it w< nld be better for the of- 
fice, as it woi Id allow a cheaper man 
to be obtainec for a more subordinate 
position. 


Stratton, ho rever, was not satisfied 


with the expk nation. "I withhold my 
consent," he tild, "until a showing Is 
made to me, if it can be. We have giv- 
en the County Clerk all he asks." 


Under the f greement of unanimous 


consent undei which the caucus was 
held this defes ted the suggestion made 
by North anc 
Chairman Clark an- 


nounced f.n adjournment. 


Senator Stra cton thought the matter 


over at lengtt. though, after reaching 
the Senate Ch imber and without any 
retsuest or sug restion from any one de- 
cided to withd 'aw his objections to tha 
proposition a •. regards the 
County 


Clerk's office. 
He therefore promptly 


notified Chairman Clark and all the rest 
of the deiegat on that he had with- 
drawn ills opi osition, and furthermore 
gave his cons -nt, so, as this made it 
unanimous, lh< change was ordered anc 
tha regrading • >f the County Clerk's de- 
partment as i uggested by North anc 
Leavitt becomas part of the bill.

38 and 39 which have been approved by 
the Senate 'Judiciary Committee. 


Senate amendment No. 38 provides 


for recognizing the bar as an Integral 
sort of our judicial system; giving it 
power to make and enforce such rules 
es will obtain for it the position 
which it is entitled; and, as part of 
this plan, giving It power 
to 'Sleet 


courts of discipline to enforce the eth- 
ics of the profession. This is known ;is 
the ameridments for courts of disci- 
pline. 


Senate 'amendment No. 39 provides 


for establishing district courts of a.p- 
peal In Los Angeles, Sacramento ard 
San Francisco; reduces the Supreme 
Court to five •mem'bers, and provides 
such reforms in the methods of con- 
ducting the business of the courts us 
will probably prevent the congestion 
and delay that now arouse so much 
complaint. 


These amendments are the first of 


long, earnest discussion between the 
bench and the 'bar. Influential news- 
papers have, after examination, prom- 
ised to give them their earnest sup- 
port before the public. The commit- 
tee therefor respectfully requests and 
earnestly hopes that you will give your 
individual attention, towards having 
them taken up and passed by the Ar>- 
sem'bly at as early a day as possibl;.

shall be spread a layer of bituminous rock, 
which shall be two inches .n thickness 
nhc'i finished, an.l which must be pre- 
pared and laid in the following manner: 


The bituminous rock shall be of the best 


quality, and saall contain not less than 12 
pur cent and not more than a" per cent 
of bitumen. The 'bitumen must tie hard, 
firm and elastic, and it shall not vaporize 
bolow a, 'temperature of 250° Fahr.

All asphaltic cement used shall foe com- 


posed ol oitherfr&llneJ Bermuda or Trini- 
dad Pitch Lake asphalt or a refined natu- 
ral solid Cciiifomia asphalt, each of which 
shall be at least S3 ipsr cent pure, and b« 
mixed with a refined natural liquid Cali- 
fornia asphalt, no less than yj per cent 
pure, and it shall be free tfrom all dtie- 
tonous substances such as non^bitumin- 
ous organic matter, soluble s.alts 
and 


loam. It shall not be the residue obtained 
from the a-rtificial distillation o" coal, coal 
tar or petroleum oils 
It shall be of even 


and uniform composition, an'd shall con- 
tain nothing that will vaporize under a 
temperature of 300° Fahr. under ordinary 
treatment. Its contained asphalt shall be 
of a permanent and ceir.entitious nature, 
suitable In all respects to make, .jpon 
proper admixture with the refin-etl natural 
liquid asphalt, a durable and satisfactory 
cement. 


The refined natural liquid asphalt shall 


be obtained by treating in suitable vessels, 
and at a suitable temperature, a natural 
liquid asphalt, so as to deprive it of all 
water, of all oils voiporlzable under a tem- 
per tture of 350s Fahr., and of all r ther 
injurious substance? 
and 
the 
refining 


pro-cess shall be so conducted as- in no 
wi=e to impair the valuable qualities of 
the liquid asphalt. It shall be absolutely 
free from adiiixture with any compounds 
of panafftne or of coal tar, and It shall be 
no less than 97 per cent pure. 


TKe resulting asphaltic cement s-ha.ll be 


free from water, volatile oils and all other 
deleterious substances, and its contained 
asphalt shall in all respects •'« suitaible to 
meet the requirements of an adhesive and 
asting cement, and 1- shall in all respects 
have the temper and other qualities neces- 
sary to produce a pavement that shall not 
be too soft in the summer, Ttor too hard 
and brittle in the win'ter. 


The sind shall T>e clean, sharp, silicjous 


and free from loam, mica, clay or any 
earthy impur.ties. 
On sifting, it shall 


have at least 15 per cent of material that 
will be caught on a forty mesh per inch 
sieve, 25 per cent of material that will 
pasa an eighty mesh per inch sieve, 10 per 
cent of which at least must pass a. one 
hundred mesh per iircb. sieve. If the sand 
to be used does not contain the desired 
fine material, mineral dust unaffected fey 
water may foe used to make up tbe defi- 
ciency.

The first thing that the Republican

Six Days of Grace. 


The ultimatum which has been sent 


by the Powers to Greece to withdraw 
hor forces from Crete in six days, will 
bring on a crisis of some sort. If the 
order is disobeyed force will be applied. 
Greece will not fight the Allied Pow- 
ers, 
and there is some reason for be- 


lieving that the order will lie evaded, or 
rather that the fight against the Turks 
will be continued in another quarter. 
. The autonomy of Crete with a Greek 
Prince as ruler under the nominal au- 
thority of Turkey, is a measure which 
was so far matured that:it would Boon 
become effective on the withdrawal of 
the 
Greek forces. If these axe with- 


drawn on compulsion, then there is a 
strong prospect that only the scene of 
the conflict would be changed. Greece 
would make a hostile demonstration in 
Macedonia and Tliessaly. 


Greece 
Is evidently maneuvering to- 


bring 
on . a war with Turkey which 


would call for the intervention 6f the 
Allied Powers. That war once begun, 
the old treaty arrangement would be- 
come 
a dead letter. The probability 


that 
some 
such result might follow 


gives special interest to all the move- 
ments 
of Greece. The situation may 


suddenly change. Greece cannot main- 
tain 
the 
color of war in Crete. The 


fleets of the Allied Powers are there to 
arrest any hostile demonstrations. 


But on the borders of Thessaly and 


Macedonia there could be no interven- 
tion 
of fleets. The army of Greece 


would confront an army of Turks. If 
the struggle went against the former 
from being over matched in numbers, 
then, 
Russia 
would soon be on the 


ground with an army, and other pow- 
ers would probably be represented in 
the same way. 


Once 
such 
a crisis were brought 


about, the situation would be radically 
changed. Greece 
wouM have begun 


the disintegration of the empire of Tur- 
key In Europe. All Europe would be in 
the 
shadow of a great war. All this 


may not occur at present. But every 
movement of Greece renders the proba- 
bility greater of some such result. Tha 
smallest of European powers may be 
great enough to bring about a compli- 
cation that can only be adjusted by a 
great conflict of nations.

SACRAMENTO, March 3.—It 
was 


only after a written agreement 
had 


been passed around stating that salar- 
ies of'principals 
of county 
officers 


would not be brought uj>, that the dis- 
senters' to a caucus of the Alameda 
County, delegation agreed to meet this 
evening. As long as the winds were 
blowing an attempt to increase the As- 
sessor's salary $1,000 a year Senators 
Denison, Beard and some of the other 
members refused point blank to be in 
attendance, so when it became evident 
that this could not be attained 
the 


proposition was dropped and the cau- 
cus was announced to be simply to at- 
tend to some clerical changes found 
necessary since ' the framing 
of the 


schedule three or four weeks ago. 


"With this understanding there as- 


sembled in' the top floor of the Capitol 
this evening Senators Stratton and 
Beard and Assemblymen Clark, Lea- 
vitt, Hart North, Howard Wright and 
Breiling. Senator Denison was confined 
to his room with a temporary Indisposi- 
tion, but he sent word by Senator Strat- 
ton as to how he desired to be record- 
ed. ' In addition to the legislative dele- 
gation, there were present the following 
Oaklanders: Justice of the Peace Clilt, 
Judge Frick, Billy Keating, 
Danny 


Long, Charles Marston, John 
Clark, 


Frank Barnett, W. J. Hennessey and 
Lou Phillips. 


Aa soon as Chalrmae Clark had 


called the meeting to order Frank 
ILeavitt asked what was the programme 
and whether it was proposed to repeal 
the whole, salary matter. 


Clark stated in reply that It had been 


agreed before calling the meeting that 
nothing was to be done except by 
unanimous consent.

THE ASSESSOR. 


There was the usual momentary lull 


that always arises when there are a 
number desiring, to speak and no pro- 
gramme has been made, and then Strat- 
ton broke the Ice by stating that he de- 
sired to call up the schedule adopted 
for the Assessor's office. He said it had 
been asserted that the clause by which 
the Supervisors were empowered to 
give the Assessor help not to exceed 
$2,500 per annum in case of need, is un- 
constitutional ana 'In this connection 
he desired to present a statement from 
District Attorney Snook. He then'read 
the following letter: 
OFFICE OF DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 


Hon F. S. Stratton, State Senator, 


Sacramento, Cal:—In matter of As- 
sessor's compensation I question con- 
stitutionality • of provision as it now 
reads. "Would it not be better to follow 
case of "Woods vs. Farnum and have 
provision read: "And provided fur- 
ther, that in counties of this class the 
Assessor is allowed a sum not to ex- 
ceed $2,500 for extra deputies or as- 
sistants, the compensation of such dep- 
uties or assistants not to exceed the 
sum of one hundred dollars per month 
each. Said extra deputies or assistants 
to be appointed only when authorized 
by the Board of Supervisors by order 
entered upon the minutes of the Board 
of Supervisors, and made upon & peti- 
tion and proper showing therefor by 
said Assessor:" 


My idea is to avoid any seeming dele-, 


gation of legislative power to the Board 
of Supervisors, and make the compen- 
sation dependent upon the happening 
of a certain event, towlt: authorization 
of Board.

I desire also to call your attention 


to a certain inequality, to my mind, of 
compensation of "Xax Collector." This 
officer should be paid at least $3,600 
per annum. I recognize fully the neces- 
sity 'lor economy in regulating com- 
pensation of county officers, but to my 
mind the ..regulation 
should .-accord 


somewhat to the responsibilities impos- 
ed on the officer.

Leavitt stated that he understood the 


clause as arranged "would not be con- 
stitutional and .the only question, was 
how to get around: it. 


North, who had been stduying Mr. 


Snook's letter, now raised an unexpect- 
ed point. He said it was suggested to 
change the law so as; to read, "The As- 
sessor is allowed a sum not to exceed 
52,500, etc." He thought this might be 
construed so that the Assessor could 
keep the J2,500'for himself in the event 
of his not hiring the deputies. 


Leavitt remarked that he thought the 


safest way to fix the business was by 
allowing the Assessor five more depu- 
ties during the busy season, that is if 
they were absolutely needed. He did 
not want to cripple any of the county 
offices and the only question in his mind 
was if the five men are necessary and 
does the Assessor say so. 


Clark stated that the Assessor had 


said that he needed that much help, 
but he didn't think he could get it. 


North, who was still figuring on the 


provision suggested by the District At- 
torney, said that to him the matter was 
an open one as to whether the ?2,500 al- 
lowed would go to the county or to the 
Assessor in the event of the additional 
deputies being hired. 


Wright remarked that the deputies 


can only be provided on application to 
the Supervisors, but this did not seem 
to meet the situation. 


North suggested 
making 
a direct 


county classification on the matter, but 
the legality of this was questioned by 
Stratton. 


In order to bring the matter to a head 


Leavitt moved that in the schedule 
where three extra deputies are allowed 
to the Assessor for four months, the 
number to be increased to eight depu- 
ties for four months and that the pro- 
vision giving the Supervisors any ap- 
pointing power be stricken out. 


Before the motion was put 
Judge 


Frick's opinion was called for. He said 
he thought a change from the way the 
law reads now is advisable, as the pro- 
vision regarding the Supervisors is. If 
not unconstitutional, extremely danger- 
ous. 
If the men are necessary why not 


appoint them absolutely he said. 


North said the provision might aa 


well be made because if the Legislature 
did not make the appointments the Su- 
pervisors would anyhow. 


Leavitt's .motion was now put and 


was seconded by Stratton. It was car- 
ried unanimously so the Assessor will 
get eight extra deputies for four months 
instead of three, as originally contem- 
plated.

THE AUDITOR. 


Leavitt now called up the Auditor's 


office. 'He said that the Auditor can 
only make $185 a month as things are 
now and that instead of having the 
use. of a deputy for six months at $75 
as at present arranged, he should have 
the deputy for a year. 


Stratton remarked that he was con- 


scious that if. the new county govern- 
ment act goes in force the Auditor -will 
have increased duties. Under it he will 
be compelled to collect and publish the 
statements of all the county officials. 


Leavitt said that if there was so 


much extra work to be done could one 
man at $75 do it. 


Stratton replied in the affirmative, as 


the Auditor will not be compelled him- 
self to prepare the statements, but is 
simply empowered to demand them 
from the officials. 


Leavitt now moved that the sched- 


ule be changed so that the deputy o( 
the Auditor shall be an annual appoint- 
ment at the rate of $75 per month In- 
stead of only for six months. 


Stratton seconded and North followed 


suit. 


Leavitt. remarked that he would like 


to reserve the privilege of telegraphing 
to the Auditor and asking him if the 
relief according was sufficient.

•long, earnest discussion between .the 
bench and the tor. Influential news- 
papers nave, after examination, prom- 
ised to give them their earnest sup- 
port before the public. The commit-

loam. It shadl nol be the residue obtained 
from the artificial distillation of coal, cgal 
tar or petroleum oils It shall be of even 
and uniform composition, an'd shall con- 
tain nothing that -will vaporize under a 
temperature of 300° Fa.hr. under ordinary 
treatment. Its -contained asphalt snail be 
of a perman-en-t and cementitious nature, 
suitable in all respects to jnake, -upon 
proper admixture with the refined natura\ 
liquid asphalt, a durable and satisfactory 
cement. 


The refined natural liquid asphalt shall 


be obtained by treating in suitable vessels, 
and at a suitable temperature, a natural 
liquid asphalt, so as to deprive it of all 
water, of all oils vaiporizable under a tem- 
perature of 350° Fahr., and of all other 
m:ur.ous su-bstantes, and the 
re-fining 


process shall be so conducted as in no 
wise to impai-r the valuable qualities of 
the liquid asphult.
